One of the Strikers, Shot in whoulder 
By An Officer. 


Halifax, N. 8., Jan. 25.-—At tne 
Caledonia Collieries of the Dominion 
Coal company yesterday the United 
Mine Workers strikers, numbering 
about six'y mobbed the police a 
number of the latter being injured. 

Alex McDonald was shot in the 
shoulder, and severely wounded >y 
Hannington, one of the companie’s 
police. The officer shot the striker 
with his revolver in self defence, as 
his overcoat and uniform had al- 
most been torn from his body, and 
he was forced to use the weapon. 
Hannington was arrested by the chiei 
of the town police Melsaac, on a 
charge of shooting, and was released 
on bail.

(CHILD CRIMINALS 


Under the Provisions of an Act 
Passed at Last Session of ime| 
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Legislature, Officials are Appoint- 
ed by the Local Government in 
Edmonten, Calgary, Lethbridge 
and Medicine Hat. 


In accordance with an Act passed at) 
last session of the Legislature, to pro-! 
vide for the Protection of Neglected 
and Dependent Ohildren, the local 
government has just appointed com-, 
missioners in various parts of the, 
province who will have the powers of 
a police magistrate to hear and de- 
termine complaints about ehildren 
apparently wnder the age of 16 years. 

The commissioners for the City of 
Kdmonton are Archdeacon Gray, Col. 
Belcher, C/M.G., John A. McDougall, 
M.P.P., and Henry Gilbert. When 
any child coming before these com- 
missioners appears to be under 16 
years he or she shall be deemed un- 
der that age for the purposes of the 
new act, unless the contrary i# prov- 
ed. 

Trials of children under this Act 
shall take place as far as practicable 
in other premises than the law courts 
and at anyatime it is necessary to 
have the hearing in a regular court- 
house;*the trial shall not take place 
until), twe hours have. elapsed after 
the other cases of the day. 

How. Culprits Disposed Of, 

The commissioners hearing © such 
vases, instead of committing a, child 
to prison, may hand over the child to 
a home for destitute or neglected 
children, or, if a boy, to the Industrial 
School or Children’s Ladies Society, 
and the management of such home 
may permit its adoption or apprentice- 
ship to a suitab.> trade. ‘The parents 
of such child shal] not remove or in- 
terfere with it, except by permission.

and was founded or established in the 
fall of 1807 by Simon Fraser, the man 


who is credited with having discovered 
Fraser river. At the time he was stper- 
intendent of the Northwest company 
in the territory west of the Rocky mount - 
ains, known New Caledonia. ‘The 
Northwest company was a rival of the 
Hudson's Bay company, but the latter 
at that time had no posts west of the 
Rocky mountains. The two companies 
were merged in March, 1821, and for 40 
years afterwards the Hudson's Bay 
company had a monopoly of trading with 
the Indians in New Caledonia, or the 
interior of British Columbia. 

“Although over 100 years old, Fort 
George has not figured in any census 
report, and its population is not as large 
today ox it was 60 years ago, when its 
flour mill made the flour that war used 
at the company’s posts at Fort Fraser, 
Fort St. James, Fort MeLead and other 
places farther north, The flour mill has 
disappeared and the land on which the 
wheat was grown is covered with second 
growth poplar. 

The Fort George of today is an Indian 
village of 100 men, women and children, 
who live in log houses on an Indian 
reserve of approximately 1,500 acres, 
with a frontage of half a mile on the 
Fraser and about two miles on the Ne- 
chaco, Adjoining it on the south is the 
Hudson’s Bay company’s reserve of 97 
acres, an which are the company’s store, 
manager's residence, and a few small 
warehouses. This land also fronts on 
Fraser river. Next south is a piece of 
land (60 acres) owned by A. G. Hamilton, 
who has subdivided a portion of it into 
town lots. It is known as South Fort 
George, Here are located William Blair 
and company’s general store, Clark's 
sawmill and the Tribune printing office. 
Adjoining Hamilton's 60 acres is Joseph 
Lapage'’s pre-emption, on which Ham- 
ilton hag a general store and several 
smaller Buildings, and Frank Hoferkamp 
a barber shop, West of the Indian 
moar are two tracts of over 100 acres 
each.

WHAT AILS THE HEN? 
MR. FOLEY’S EXPLANATION 


In your editor column on Saturday 
you ask the above question, and as 
the hen is unable to make a reply | 
might be excused for doing so on her 
behalf. 

The failure on her part to produce 
a greater number of eggs at this sea- 
son of the year is due to lack Of comi- 
mon s’nse treatment on the part of 
her owner. It is a well recognized 
law that one is not expected to ilo 
the impossible. 

In the manufacture of eggs the hen 
requires certain necessary materials, 


' 


{and being confined to winter quarters 


is unable to secure a supply uniess 
it is furnished by her. owner. She 
would be only to glad to get these 
foods, and if supplied it would be : 
most ungrateful hen that would not 
return favor for favor. 

There sre many poultry keepers in 
Edmonton and many more throughout 
the Province who have hens that lay 
more eggs during the winter months 
than forty, whieh is the average an- 
nual lay of the Albertachen. From a 
lady at Medicine Hat we have a trap 
nest record of a pen of birds, the 
best layer af which produced 227 eggs. 
From another part of the provinee 
we hav? a record of a hen that laid 
bu. two eggs in the same time. 

“The lack of egg producing foods’’ 
iz no dowbt the most appropriate re- 
ply to your question, although there 
are a large number of flocks that 
have not the egg producing qualities 
even though supplied the food. Select- 
ing the best layers to breed from wal: 
do much to overcome this, 

That your question is a timely one 
is shown by the fact that while the 
average number of eggs per ‘hen n 
Alberta is but 40, the average for the 
Dominion is only 90 as against a pos- 
sible 285. 

Our Alberta hen need not be aecus- 
ed of being the cause of the present 
high price of eggs as prices are equal- 
ly as high or higher in the Eastern 
provinces ard ete’ There is a 


shortage in the world’s supply due to | 
the demand increasing more rapidly 


than the supply. For the first six 
months of 1909 the British market was 
short 62,270,180 dozens of eggs. A 
proportionate shortage prevails un 
Canada, hence the scareity and «aigh 
prices. 

When we consider Russia exporting 
over 200 million dozen eggs annually, 
one is led to enquire why in Canada, 
with good climate, cheap grains* and 
good markets, there is so mruch indif- 
ference to the poultry industry.

berta parliament this session. As 
secre’ary of the Farmer's Anti-Dower 
association, | desire through your 
columns to give cogentress on why 
such a law should not pass. Our as- 
sociation represents the western pro- 
vinees, hence my letter. Few men 
outside farmers own land, except an 
odd town lot, so this is essentially 
a fermer’s question, as 90 per cent ot 
those affected will be farmers. 

We confidently assert that farmers 
are not esking for this law; that the 
law will be very unjust and injurious 
to farmers; that the law is not a re- 
form at all, but will be a set-back 
all round. It is founded on giving 
farmers as u class a bad name, that 
‘they will not provide for their w'ves 
lunless the law compels them, an 
‘fixes the amount, We believe farmers | 
to be as honorable and generous to 
their wives as any other class of the 
community, and that a dower law 
should not single out for special treat- 
ment men with land, any more «nan! 
,it should single out tradesmen, pre-, 
, fessional men or townsmen. A dower; 
law discriminates against the farmer 
and is likely to affect his credit and 
fingneial standing.

1 
can give cases like the following: A 
wife consented to her husband buy- 
ing another form, but «at the last sud- 
denly changed her mind, gefused to 
sign his papers. The man los‘ the 
deposit he hed paid, and by his wife's 
will and whim was made to stick on 
his old worn-out land instead of get- 
ting «a better faum. 


Women are claiming they work 
harder than men, that they wave 
made the west. We readily admit 


the vatue of women on the prairies: 
Thousends of nten have pioneered 
alone without woman’s help tor years, 
how are women physically fitted to 
grapple with wild mature, or walk 
eighieen to twenty miles daily behind 
a plow. They claim the right to will 
their dower away as they please. But 
where a man dies leaving children :t 
is not right that the young widow 
should take the first husband’s money 
for the benefit cf the seeond husband's 
children, with no likelihood it would 
ever return to the first children.

much you explain. Men know this, | 
and hesitate to place themselves in a* 
position wher? they must do so much | 
explaining with such doubtful -:e- 
sults.’’ | 

Hon. Walter Scott, premier of 
Saskatchewan, writes: “For two or} 
three years we have received repre- 
sentations in favor of passing sach 
a law, but before the government 
would be justified in proceeding along 
the lines indicated, a great deal of 
enquiry would be essential, to deter- 
mine more clearly the effect whicn 
would be produced.” 

A law to provide for a wife in case 
the husband cut her out of his wall 
would be excellent. This would not 
discriminate against farmers, but 
would catch townsmen, tradesmen 
and all having praperty of any kind 
equally. We believe such cases to he 
extremely rare. 

Fven farmer’s wives are apathetic 
towards a dower law, which Lillian ! 
Laurie deplores, But it proves mar- 
ried life on the farm not to be us 
dowerites assume. Many women 
write opposing such a law.

It will surprise a good many people to 
learn that the vast Biilk of the fruit whieh 
is sent to Winnipeg from St. Catharines 
and other places im the Niagara Fruit 
Beit, goes via Chicago. It takes the 
C. P. R. six or seven days to get our cars 
to Winnipeg from here,’ said the official, 
“while around by Chicago they get there 
in 4 1-2 days, and I tell you time counts 
with fruit. Via Chiengo, four different 
roilroads handle the frat. The trend of 
our trade is ever westward. . Whereas 
four or five years ago, our firm alone 
would ship sometimes four or five ears to 
Montreal some days, now it is the, other 
way round and we ship sometimes four 
or five cars to Winniper and only two or 
three to Montreal. The canse of this 
was that the fruit wastbecoming a glut 


on the Montreal market, and now it is 
ptting to be the same thing in Winnipeg. 
That's why we must find markets further 
west. At present we sre shipping as far 
west as Edmonton and Calgary and next 
year we intend to take in some interven- 


to. ‘This year we sent about half again 
as many cars of fruit. as last year. In 
the refrigerator cars the fruit got to its 
destination in fine shape, even the straw- 
berries we sent on as an experiment, and 
we had comparatively little loss through 
fruit spoiling,” 

“Is it within possibility that this dis- 


triet willfsupply the west with straw- 
berries?"’ was gasked. “I don't know 
that. They ean be carried there in good 


shape,7all right and when the erop is so 
large that prices down here are low, the 
growers will send their fruit west. What 
we propose doing nevt year is to send a 
car of fruit to two towns close together, 
neither of which wouldthe large enough 
to take atwhole car. @That way the little 
towns will have a ehance, too.”

ALBERTA IN ADVANCE 

Among the visitors to the governmnet 
offices yesterday was Rev, 
secretary of the Temperance and Moral 
Reform werk of the Methodist church 
in Canada. Dr. Chown had a confer.

North Edmonton, lying at the juncture 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific and the 
N. Ff. lines near the Griffin packing 
plant has been created a village under 
the village ordinanee, The application 
for ifs constitution was’ made several 
months ago and its creation was brought 
abecut by a recegt order in council of 
the provincial government. The popu- 
lation of North Edmonton is placed at 
between four and five hundred peo- 
ple. 

Other districts that have recently been 
created villages by order in council are 
Carmangay, located in the Clares- 
helm constituency, and Provost, located 


in the Sedgewick constituency. These 
are the first newly-created municipali- 
ties in the province during the pres- 


ent year.

BASEBALL. 
RULE MAKERS SUGGEST CHANGE 
Pittsburg, Jan. 25.-—-Although the 
question of how much baseball rather 
than how to play, was the paramount 
issue in the meeting today of the joint 
schedule and rules committees of the 
American and National leagues, the 
‘ule makers had before shem several 
proposals for more or less importaut 
alterations in the game. The sugges- 
tens were drawn up by Robert Me- 
hoy, the American league secretary, 
end J. Flanner, Ban Johnson’s gen- 
eral utility man. One of the propos- 
als is to prohibit “hiding the ball.” 
The trick was a favorite with the 
big league infielders seasons ago, art 
is often tried with success. The pria- 
cipal objection given to it is the delay 
involved. Even if the base runner 
is on to the trick and knows the ball’s 
whereabouts, the man who hides it is 
usually loath to give it up until act- 
vully found with it in his possession 
and this hesitation is invariably res- 
ponsible for the loss of a mniute or 
tw of valuable playing time. An- 
«ther proposed change gives base 
ru. ners the right to make as many 
fuses as they can when a thrown 
ball hits the umpire while that official 
is on fair ground. The ball woull 
mmain in play, according to the 
amendment just as though it bit a 
bese runner, Wild pitches and pass- 
ed balls are scored as ¢rrors only, 
when they enable the batsman to 
reach first base. The American leag- 
uers propose the change that errors 
be scored also whenever any base 
runner finds opportunity to advance 
on a wild pitched ball. Another pro- 
posed change in the scoring: rules 
provides that one assist should be cre- 
dited to each man who handles the 
ball in a “run up” ineluding the 
player who makes the put out, in case 
the, latt'r has not handled the ball !

NORTH-WEST; MOUNTED 
POLICE STORY RETOLD 


A Review of the Inception and De- 
velopment of the Most Romarkable 
and Efficient Police Force in the 
British Empire—A Story of Con- 
scientiously Exercised Duty. 


In the spring of 1874 there marched 
from the gates of old Fort Garry—prob- 
ably thatfivery teway which is now 
preserved .in a Winnipeg park as a relic 
of the pionéer days, when the western 
country was ruled by the Hudson's Bay 
Company and the Indian rraves were 
wont periodically to go ‘‘on the war-path”’ 
—a little force of some 300 officers and 
nien, with a convoy of about two hundred 
of the rough and eg” conveyances then 
in usetin the West. The advance guard 
swung away to the West, and behind them 
came the}long line of transport; the Red 
River carts—rov constructions made 
entirely of wood, drawn by Indian ponies 
or oxen—creaking and joilting over the 
uneven trail fgand the red-coated escort 
joggling alongside. 

This was the first contingent of the 
force which was to become in future the 
Royal North-West Mounted Police, and, 
as_such, to take first place among the 
adieuch, to take first place among the 
soldier-policé which have always been so 
remarkable a feature of the frontiers of 
the Empire. 
The Mounted Police went into the then 
unknown West to take tangible possession 
of the vast country between the Great 
Lakes and the Rockies, to explore and 
survey the land, to ensure the life and 
liberty of the law-abiding citizens, and to 
become the terror of the ‘‘bad man’’, 
A great work was given them to do, and 
the years have shown that the confidence 
in their ability to carry it out€was not 
misplaced. Canada has had her smugg- 
lers and her desperadoes; no new country 

and, indeed, no civilized one—is with- 
out criminals, But she has never wii- 
nessed the lawless cruelties which were 
common in the Western States of the 
Union: the brokyn Indians treaties and 
the serulting deathly forays, with all the 
horrors of Indian’ warfare; the feuds 
between settlers and ranchers, the mass- 
acres and lynchings, bandit chases," train 
and cattle robberies, and shooting at 
sight, which have made the history of the 
Western States a disreputable page in 
the records of the Union. The greatest 
tribute to the law-keeping powers of the 
North-West Mounted Police is the fact 
that Canada has suffered from none of 
these atrocities, although be it remem- 
bered, she is not divided from the Western 
States by any great natural feature, and 
the imaginary line of her fronticr is easy 
to cross. Yet it is on record that the 
“bad men” and ‘‘crooks from the Yankee 
side of the border had so much respect 


for the detective powérs of the Mounted; was shelled for an®hour. 
was! Police that, however hot the ebase after! cannonade ceased the bluff was approach- 


thein, they dared not fly inte Canada, 
where capture was certain. Those who 
entered the Dominion, thinking to to 
practice their nerafions methods of gain- 
ing a living, were sgen found out, and 
deported or imprisoned, while in other 
cases the very preser of but one trooper 
of the police held what would otherwise 
have been a lawless community in almost 
perfect subjection, 

The force now cougiats of ,about. 800 
officers and men, with Colonel Fred 
White, C.M.G., in command with the 
title of Comptrolier.4 This small rfoce 
Terege a territory of some million and aa 
alf square miles; in fact, practically 
from the 49th parellel to far inside the 
Arctic Circle. Indeed the old joke, 
current in the West, that the first explorer 
to reach the North Pole would find a 
Mounted Policeman cheamped there, is 
sifficient evidence of the very efficient 
manner in which the whole of the district 
is covered with patrols. 

The organization of this work has been 
carefully thought out. One reason of 
the law-abiding habits of the West is 
that each settler is, as it were, taken into 
the confidence of the police. _The troop- 
ers ride from farm to farm and from town 
to town, as! ng every ecolonist whether 
anything vrcns has oeeured since h‘s 
last viet. ' the farmer has no com- 
plaints he is asked to sign a report to that 
effect, ual if the contrary, his troubles 
are at ence in ¢ ated. In the more 
remote r ms where the weather makes 
travelling Uy horses impossible, canoes, 
dog sleighs, and snow-shoes are used, 
Communication is kept up between the 
posts in the far north all the year round, 
while new routes are often found and 
mapped out, 

For instance, three constables of the 
force, accompaned by two Indians and 
five dog teams, started out§some time 
ago to find a shorter route from Dawson 
City to Fort McPherson. This they 
accomplished after innumerable trials 
over the mountains and through eneom- 
passing hills. The distance covered was 
475 miles, and althou~h it was through a 
most difficult. country it was accomplished 
in thirty-eight days. The return trip 
was made in twenty-four days, making 
4 total of 950 miles on foot in the dead of 
winter through Arctic regions. 

Three years ago a line was established 
north of Winnipeg city, via Lake Winnipeg 
# Hudson’s Bay post 400 miles north, 
thence northwards again to Split Lake 
a distance of 300 miles, and another 400 
miles still northward to Fort Churchill, 
one of the most northerly of settlements. 
This patrol is made once each month by 
relays from each pdst. 

Among the other work of the force 
has been the making of a trail, some 800 
miles in length, from Kdmonton to Daw- 
son City, via the Peace River Valley, 
and the establishment of rest-houses en 
route, 


& Stories of the heroisin of various meim- 


jbers of the force are frequently told, 


One particular instance is that of a young 
corporal, who, on reaching a settler’s 
farm, noticed the smoke of a prairie fire 
in the distance. Now a prairie fire 
travels at an enormous rate, eating up 
everything in its path, and spreading 
death and destruction. The corporal 
heard that in the line of the fire was the 
little shack of a new settler, who had ten 
children, Although the flames were ad- 
vaneing so rapidly that it appeared im- 
possible for him to reyeh the family in 
time, he golloped to their reseue. On 
arriving he found the father away from 
home and the children helpless. He 
made a “back fire,”’ hoping thus to burn 
a bare patch large enough to delay the 
larger fire while he assisted the family to 
4 slough, or small lake, where they would 
be, to # certain extent, safe. Before 
this could be accomplished the flames 
leapt the “back fire’ and rustled upon the 
little party with incredible speed. The 
corporal fought the fire for some time, 
butt seeing that all efforte were in vain 
he began to pilot the family through the 
less fierce part of the tlames to the slough.

Among 
them was Sergeant-Major A. H. Richard- 
son, who was one of the four Canadians 
to receive the Victoria Cross for valour 
during the campaign. He won the littl 
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bronze Cevoration at Wolverspruit on 
July 5, 1900, where a party of Btrath- 
cona’s Horse were ambushed. . Hope- 


lessly outnumbered, the Canadians turned 
and rode for tuer jive, Corporal Me- 
Arthur was wounded and his horse shot, 
and Richardson rode back to his assis- 
tance. He dismounted and lifted the 
wounded man to his horse. The Boers 
were quite close now, ‘‘Throwjup your 
hands!’ they shouted. For answer 
Richardson jumped on his horse ant 
ralloped off. A barbed wire fence crossed 


iis patis; and the Sergeant-Major rode 
by the side of the fence, hoping to find a 
gap. The Boers were nowggaining rap- 


idly, while a continuous fire was directed 
at the galloping horse and its double 
burden, After racing 200 or 300 yards 
Richardson came to a gap in the fence. 
Thé two upper strands of wire were 
broken, but the bottom line, about a foot 
from the ground, remained intact. He 
turned his horse towards the opening 
and spurred for a final effort. The 
animal, tired by the pace and the weight, 
refused. The Sergeant turned for 
nother attempt. He would have failed 
again but for a Boer bullet, more accurate 
than the rest, hit the animal, which gave 
a sudden plunge forward and cleared the 
fence. Richardson and his comrade 
eventually reached the camp in safety, 

The mounted Police are recruited only 
from the better classes of men, The 
qualifications are that recruits must le 
unmarried, between twenty-two and forty 
years of age $and,able$to ride well, The 
minimum height is Sit. Sin., the mini- 
mum chest measurement 35in., and the 
maximum weight 175 Ibs. The terms 
of engagement is for five years. 

The men are supplied with free rations, 
and they live to a targe extent in barracks. 
The constables receive at starting 60 
cents per day. At the end of the first 
year their wagesJare raised to 65 cents, 
and they go upwards at the rate of 5 
cents per day per year until the ninth 
year, when they get $1 per day. Four 
of the staff sergeants are paid $2 per day, 
and the lower staff sergeants get from 
$1.50 to $1.75 per day, while other non- 
commissioned officers have from $1.10
